The 
stone filling varies with the 
inequalities ofthe ground from 
1 to 6 feet high, and from the 
appearance of some places it 
will in some few instances be 
higher. The cost of stoning in 
that manner cannot be great, 
as the hill is literally covered 
with coarse sand stone: the 
wooden rails which are from 
18 te 20 feet long are sawed 
6 by 4 inches thick, and of 
pitch pine, are inserted in 
rough sleepers which are laid 
across the road 4 feet apart: 
these sleepers which are of 
rock oak resembling pieces 
of common cleft cord wood 
withent being smocthe or 
square, & are 7fectlong: they 
are carefully deprived of ail 
theig bark, and the notches 
made for the reception of the 
Wooden rails are whitewash- 
ed, as are also the rails where 
they touch the sleeper, and 
the wedges which secure them 
in the notch: there are many 
curves in the read which are 
no inconvenience to the free 
passage of the wagons, and 
the wooden rails are not shor- 
ter at such bends but appear 
to be bent in wedging: these 
rails like joists in a house are 
set with the edges upward. 


The jronrail which is about 
14 feet long and 1 1-4 by 5- 
16 inches m thickness, js fas- 
tened to the rail by iron naiis 
at irregular distances fiom [5 
to 36 inches, execpt 21 the 
end of the rails where a. nail 
is always found; the holes in 
the rail are countersunk, so 
that the heads of the nails cre- 
ate no unevenness on thé rail. 


Screws are substituted for 
nails and seem to answer well 
for the present, but if they 
should break, we conceive it 
would be dificult to extract 
them to make place for other 
fastenings; the iron rail is laid 
with the inner edic of 
the wooden one, leaving a 
space of 2 3-4 inches of ihe 
breadth of the wooden rail 
unused, which in case of the 
one side’s wearing out may 
be turned to supply the defect. 
This iron which is especialiy 


ported from England, where 
it is called rail iron, for $ 95 
per ton; the running gear of 
the wagons adapted to the 
rail way is of cast iron; the 
wheels which are of 2 1-2 fuet

No one oughi to be afraid of devot 
ing too much time or attention to an 
orchard, for if rightly managed, it will. 
after a few years amply pay all the 
trouble and expense.—Àn orchard set 
in ground that has once been ploughed, 
will not flourish unless it be plough- 
ed every two or three years, Perhans 
it is the better way to Keep it in tillage 
the whole time, as the trees will cer- 
tainly grow much faster, and produce 
more and better fruit. Beauty and or- 
derare desirable in an orchard, as 
well as in other things. How much 
more pleasing it is to sec it stand in 
reguler order, the trees being sctin 
rows perfectly straight each way, 
than to see them stand here and there 
ju a promiscuous manner like the trees 
of a forest. 

Much caro should be taken during 
the first years of anorchard to give 
the trees a regnlar and proper shape.

"The strictest attention will be paid 
to their morals, and itis hoped that 
while they advance in sound liter- 
ature, they will also be trained, hy 
geod example and admonition, in the 
ways.of virtue and religion. 

No preference shall be shewn to 
any particular religious denomina- 
ations, nor any inducements offered 
to those attending ihe instructions, 
to change their religious opinions. 
This was one of the first resolütions 
made, respecting the seminary, and 
has been so inviolably observed, -that 
although more than 170 students 
have been alrealy educated here, not 
& single instance is known of any 
one leaving the profeesion he origi- 
nally belonged to.

The first rise of this Institution 
was in théyear, 1787, veral 
gemlemen of different religious per- 
suusions impressed with the impor- 
tance of the good education of youth, 
and the inconvenience of sending 
them abroad, determined to build a 
house, and obtain a suitable master.

If the object were merely to settle,

same body politic, Institutions of this 
description have found, like those of 
despotism, their apologists and even 
their admirers: and have sometimes 
been extollerf by men of high discern- 
ment, ander the name of mixed gov- 
ernments, as the most finished pro- 
ducts of political wisdom. In reality 
however, although they argue a bet- 
ter state of society than that which 
exists of necessity in despotic govern- 
meuts, they may perhaps, when con- 
sidered in the abstract, be fairly rank- 
ed as inferior to both the simple forms: 
or to speak more properly, they should 
be described, uot as a distinct class of | 
governments, having a separate prin- 
ciple of their own, but as a sort of 
transition or passage from one of the 
simple forms of government to the 
other, This is the light under which 
they are now viewed by some of the 
Taost intelligent European writers, as 
for example, M: de Chateaubriand;— 
and we find in fact, that, in all the 
zountries in which we sce. thom esta- 
blished, they have been the cifect of 
accideatal circumstances, which have 
planted’ the seeds of liberty and en- 
coursged its growth, in a soit before 
appropriated to despotism, D this no- 
tion af the system be correet, it would 
Seem that it can hardly bein any case 
a very durable one.

The administri- 
tion of these countries presents in fact 
the appearance which we should nat- 
urally expect from the view here tak 
en of their political forms.

tive feature is a continual cotlision 
between the two prineiples, and a 
ceaseless fluctuatimn in the public 
measures, as one or the other piw- 
dominates in turn.

AGRICULTURAL. 
Eject of Lime on Apple Trees. 

In the spring of 1819, I planted 
some apple trees of a very different 
and uneven growth: they were knot- 
ty, and inclined much to growing 
sprouts from the roots; insomuch that 
1 began to despair of their being worth 
cultivating. ^ 

However, in the spring of 1820, T 
cleared the roois aud bodies of sprouts, 
which were in abundance; then cut 
off tho tops of the trees, and grafted, 
which of course gave them a. greater 
disposition to sprout: in esnsequence 
of which, the grafts grew but little 
that season, and the sprouts came out 
from the roots and bodies in abun- 
dance. 

An the fall of 1820, I trimmed them 
clean; then took Jime and made a 
whitewish, and limed the trees there- 
with from the gralt down to the root; 
except a few of them, which { left un- 
limed to prove the experiment. These 
few remain rough, sprouty, and un- 
thrifty; while those thut were limed 
have cast off their rough coats of bark, 
have but little disposition lo. growing 
sprouts, and are now thrifty, growing 
trees. This so fully convinces me of 
the good effect of lime on apple trees,

TREMENDOUS STORM AT SEA 


The followingsingulazly interesting 
narrative is join tricies the Liv- 
expool Com. Chronicle of May 12. 
*: Ship New York, TPrince's Dock, 
Liverpool, May 11, 1827. 
c Sir—T trastthat, although astran- 
ger, I shall find a sufficient apology, 
inthe very uncommon nature of the 
occurrences herein described, for trou- 
bling you with the detail of the fol- 
lowing particulars. This ship has been 
twice struck with lightning on her 
present voyage from N, York. On the 
19th day of April, our third day out, a- 
bout 4 past 5 in the morning, being in 
our births, we were roused by a sound 
like, the report of a heavy cannon 
close to our ears. In a moment we 
were all out, and the cabin and all 
parts of the ship were filled with a 
dense smoke, having astrong smell 
of sulphur. From the deck the word 
was quickly passed that the ship had 
been struck with lightning and was 
on fire, The consternation which for 
ome ininutes prevailed may be more 
easily imagined than described. Eva 
ry one ran on de -vitl I 
sion that the sbi, 
had been broad 
dense, and so cl.

thick. Overhead blazed the lightening 
on all sides, accompanied by reports 
almost simultaneously, thus evincing 
its nearness. The sew ran mountain- 
high, and the ship was tossed from 
one set to another with ineredible ra- 
idity. One appearance was peculiar- 
b remarkable. The temperature of 
the water was at 74 deg. of Fahren- 
heii, while that of the atmosphere 
was down to 49, This produced a 
copious evaporation, and caused itn- 
mense clouds of vapour to rise, which 
ascending in columns all around us,ex- 
hibited the appearance of innnmera- 
ble pillars supporting a massive cano- 
py of clouds. These phenomena are 
extremely unusual, no person on board 
ever having witnessed any thing like 
it before. In all directions might be 
seen water spuuts, which, rising fear- 
fully to the clouds, seemed actually 
to present to the eye a combination 
ofall the elements for the destruction 
of every thing on the face of the deep. 
Altogether the scenc was one of aw- 
ful sublimity which baffles description. 
Amid this scene of impending ruin, 
when all nature was iu the utmost 
confusion—- lien nautical science and 
experience could avail nothing—while 
an irresistible element was playing 
about us, and the ship seemed on the 
very verge of fate, when in short, dis- 
may and despair were reflected from 
every other countenance hing 
cowld exceed the calm tranquility of 
Captain Bennett—nothing could excel 
the firmness with which every order 
was given, for examining the ship, in 
prospect of meeting firo below 
nothing could equal the manner in 
which every one waslencouraged with 
the hope of security, even beyond 
what in reason could be expected; 
thus T but echo the sentiments of all 
on board, 
“But Ihasten to my narrative. Some 
parts of the ship and spars were for 
a moment on fire, but were quickly 
extinguished by the rain. The ship 
was then, though roughly, examined 
to ascertain where the electric fluid 
had penetrated among the combusti- 
ble part of the cargo below the lower 
deck, The investigation disclosed the 
following facts:—The lightning, hav- 
ing struck the main royal mast head, 
shattered the mast head, and descen- 
ded thence, penetrated the deck into 
one of the store rooms, the bulk-heads 
and fitting of which are completely 
demolished. Then separating, one 
part was conducted by a leaden t 
to the side of the ship, through which 
it passed out between wind and water, 
starting the ends of three five inch 
planks. Another portion from the 
store room passing into the ladies 
cahin, shivered to atoms the plate ofa 
large mirror, leaving the frame unin- 
jured. From the looking-glass to the 
piano forte was an easy transition;

Swift, arrived at the New-York Quar- 
antine, sailed from Laguira to the 27th 
ult A letter from Caracas of the 
24d, states that Bolivar was to leave 
on the following day for Bogota—He 
would embark in the British frigate 
| Druid, for Carthagena, accompanied 
by the British Minister. 

The New York Post and the Mer- 
cantile have the Caracas Gazette ex- 
traordinary of the 20th of June, con- 
taining three important documents. 
The first of them is a letter, dated 
Bogotu, April 30, from Gen. Santan- 
der, Vice President of the republic, 
and eharged with the executive pow- 
er,to Bolivar. [n this letter, the v 
ter speaks of ihe troubles which had 
taken place in the departments of the 
south, in consequence of the iusurrec-- 
tion of the third auxiliary, division of 
Peru, and the threatened division ol 
the republic, and implores his excel- 
lency to resume the executive power, 
for the sake of preventing anarchy 
and of resturing the public. tranquil- 
ity. The second document is an an- 
swer to this letter, by Ravenga, Boli- 
vars secretary, Gated Caraceas, June 
19, stating that circumstances had xl- 
tered the situation of the Liberator: 
he felt it his duty, as Presideut of Co- 
lumbia, and even as a private citizen 
of the republic, to hasten to its relief, 
and hinder, if possible, its dismem- 
berment. He states it to be ihe inteu- 
tion of his excelleney immediately tu 
march against rebels, satisfied that he 
cannot have rulijled his duty towurds 
bis country, until he again behokds it 
tranquil, and free to dispose of its 
own destinies, The third is a procla- 
mation of Bovilar, of the same date 
with the answer of Ravenga, in which 
the President declares that altho’ he 
desires nothing so much as to divest 
imac! of the Supreme Command, 
his duty as a soldier and a citizen re- 
quire that he should not abandon his 
country in its present extremity. He 
announces that he bas taken up his 
march southward to expose his, lie 
ior the public safety—that the nation 
is oppressed by an armed force who 
heve returned to thcir country from 
Peru to establish a new and strange 
governmenton the ruins of the repub- 
lie. He concludes with these words: 
* A general convention is the universal 
wishes and urgent necessity of Colom- 
bia. Congress without doubt will con- 
voke it, and to its bands will I resign 
the mace and the sword with which 
the republic have entrusted me, both 
as the Constitutional President and 
as the depositary of the supreme ex- 
traordinary au-nrity, T shalleot de- 
ceive the hopes". y country.

Resuscitation of the Drowned.—As 
this is the season when persons fre- 
quently lose their lives by drowning, 
it may nut be amiss to publish the best 
method for resuscitatmg them when 
faked from the water, instead of the 


onc. This prescription has

When a person is tiken out of the 
water, supposed to be drowned, the 
first and chief object is to make the 
body warm, and restore respiration, 
(breathing.) To effect these, iry the 
body as speedily as possible, and place 
itin blankets, in bed. Continue to rub 
the body with dry chihs. Apply blad- 
ders, or, bottles of hot water, or heat- 
ed bricks, to the sales of the feet. Let 
the patient have a plenty of air ac- 
cording to the season, und give him 
every opportunity to breath. If breath- 
ing does not occur, inflate the lungs 
by closing one nostril, and blowing up 
the other with a pair of belluws, or 
the mouth. Continue these operations 
until the arrival of a Physician, who 
ought to be sent for with all possible 
speed. If no physician can be procur- 
ed, the warm bath and bleeding may 
be added. The abore modes of recov- 
ery should be continued for three 
hours. If animation be not sooner re-

THE FRIGATE HUSSAR. 

It will be remembered that during 
the revolutionary war the British In- 
gate Hussar, as she was passing thro’ 
Hell-gate on her passage. from New 
York to join the fleet blockading 
Rhode Island and Connecticut, struck 
on Pot Rock and soon atter sunk in 6 
fathom water, whence she lifted off in- 


ported that she had a large sum of mo- 
ney on board—These attempts how- 
ever did not accomplish much. Ia the 
present year, the Neptune Company 
of N. York succeeded in obtaining a 
number of articles which have been 
examined by Dr. Samuel L. Mitchell, 
and arc described.

ferent composition of that metalic al- 
loy.. Candlesticks,and other works in 
brass, had suffered diferent degrees 
of corrosion. As far as i can conjec- 
ture, the brass was corroded in pro- 
portion to the abundance of copper it 
contained, and resisted the surroun- 
ding agents of the beiter, as the zinc 
preponderated.

It was the fabled abode ef the Cimi- 
merians, who dwelt in the neighbour- 
ing caverns, simt out froin ihe fight of 
day and, according to the splendid 
description of the Greck poet, iavoly 
ed in eternal darkness. fn all proha- 
bility, the lake, situated in the midst 
of a voleaiic region, and girt with 
sombre woods, presented natural phe- 
nomena, which were magnified by the 
terror of the vulgar minds and sei 
ed upon as fitthemes for. the enibel- 
lishments of the imagination. The bor- 
ders of Avernus are 2t present clad 
in vines and wild shrubbery.

Deaf and Dumb.—The 1th report of 
the Hartford asylum for the deaf'and 
dumb has just been published.

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THE NATURAL BRIDG 
OR ASCENE IN VIRGINIA. 


Ona lovely morning towards the 
close of spring, I found myself in a ve- 
ry beautiful part of the Great Valley 
of Virginia. Spurred omward by im- 

atience E beheld the sun rising in 
splendor, & changing the blue tints on 
the tops of the lofiy Alleghany moun- 
tains into streams of the purest gold, 
and nature seeméd to smile in the 
freshness of beauty. A ride of about 
fifteen miles, and a pleasant woodland 
ramble of about two, brought myself! 
and companion to the great Natural 
Bridge. 

Although I had been anxiously look* 
ing forward to this time,and my mind 
“has been considerably excited by ex- 
pectations, yet Iwas mot altogether 
prepared for the visit. This great 
work of nature is considered by many 
as the second great!curiasity*in our 
countiy, Niagara Falls being the first- 
I do not expect to convey a very cor- 
rect idea of this bridge, for no descrip- 
tion can do this. 

The Natural Bridge is entirely the 
work of God.—It isof solid limestone. 
and connects two huge mountains to- 
gether hy a most beautiful areh, ove 
which there isa great wagon road. 
Its length from one mountain to the 
other is nearly 80 feet, its width a- 
bout 33. its thickness about 45, and 
its perpendicular heightover the wa- 
ter is not far from two hundred and 
twenty feet. A few bushes grown on 
its top, by which the traveller may 
hold-himsclfas he looks over. On each 
side of the stream, and near the bridge, 
are rocks projecting ten or fifteen fect 
over the water, and from two hundred 
to three hundred feet from its surface, 
all of limestone. The visiter cannot 
give so good a description of this 
bridge as be can of his feelings at the 
time. He softly creeps out on a shag- 
gy. projecting rock, and looking down 
achasm of from forty to sixty fect 
wide, he sees, nearly three hundred 
fect below, a wild stream dasing a- 
gainst the rocks heneath as if terrifi- 

ed at the rocks above. The sircam is 
called Cedar Creek. The visiter here 
sees trees. under the arch, whose beigt 
is seventy feet, and yet to look down | 

upon them. ther appear like small! 

bushes of perbaps two or three feet in 
height. Isaw several birds fiy under 
the arch, and they looked lite insects. 
I threw down a stone, and counted 
thirty-four before it reached the wat 
Aii hear of heights, but they here s 
what is high, and they tremble, and 
feel it to be deep. The awful rocks 
present their everlasting abutments, 
the water murmers and foams far. be- 
low, and the two mountains rear their 
proud heads on each side. separated 
by 2 channel of sublimity. Those who 
view the sun, the moon, and the stars, 
and allow that none but God could 
make them, will here be impressed, 
that none but Almighty God could 
build such a bridge like this. 

The view of the bridge from be- 
tow, is pleasing as the top is awful. 
‘The arch from beneath would secm to 
he about two feet in tuiiness, Some 
idea of the distance, from the top to 
the bottom, may be formed from the 
fact, that when T stood on the bridge, 
and my companion beneath, neither of 
us could speak with sufficient loudness 
1o be heard by ti» other. A man from 
cither view doe: not appear more 
than 4 or 5 inelicsiin height. 

As we stood under the 
arch, we sa isite 
have often taken the pains to engrave 
their names upon the rock. Here 
Washington climbed up twenty-five 
feet, and carved his own name, where 
it still remains, Some wishing tn im-

cian cause is clearly desperate, would

But if France, and per- 
haps some others, would have taken 
early and decisive measures to pre- 
vent their subjects from engaging in 
the Turkish service, and from fur- 
nishing them supplies, and thus left 
the barbarians to their own strength. 
skill, and resources, the war would 
have been finished before this time, 
the Greeks would have been eman 


pated. and in a way to enjoy the bless- 
ings of freedom and independence.— 
We do net think it will reflect any 
credit upon the Governments of the 
abovementioned nations. if they have 
waited fil! (he Greeks, disheartened by 
the cold. unfeeling, unchristian treat- 
ment fey have received. from their 
European neighbours, have become 


desperate, and now interpose their in- 
tuence and their power,tc keep them 
still longer in a state of subjection and 
hamiliation under a. crucl, rapacious, 
If things 
turn out hetter than we imagine, we 
shell most heartily rejoice. At present 
our fers are strong for the result.”

SOLOMON AND SHEBA.. 


“I recollect a -pre story, 
in the Talmud d enira. Mods Rab- 
bin has attributed to Solomon. 

The power of this mõnarch had 
spread his wisdom „to. tbe remotest 
parts of the known world. A private - 
scholar in general, passes his life. in- 
obscurity; and posterity—a' solitary. 
consolation, spreads his name to; the 
most distant regions. But when a king 
is a student, the case is reversed.— 
Queei Sheba; attracted byzthe: splen- 
dour of his reputation, or, more pro- 
bably, urged by an insatiable cüriosi- 
ty, visited this political king at his own 
court, with the sole intention of ask- 
ing him questions. "The Rabbin does, 
not inform me, whether her examina- ` 
tion was always made in the chamber 
of audience; there is reason to sus- 
pect they frequently retired, for the 
solution of many a hard problem, to 
the philosophie solitude of a private 
cabinet. But do not intend by any 
means to make this work, (as lord 
Lyttleton answered to a curious fe- 
mile concerning his history) **a-vehi- 
cle for antiquated scandal.”

CHARLES CARROLL, OF CAR-

‘Was born at Annapolis, Maryland, 
on the 20th of Sept, 1737 —NWinety 
years ago this day. fn 1745, then S 
years old, he was taken to the College 
of English Jesuits, at St. Omers, to be 
educated. Here he remained for six 
years, and leftit to pursue his studies 
ata College of French Jesuits, at 
Rheims. Ater staying one year at 
Rheims, he was sent to the .College 
of Louis Le Grand. After two years 
he went to Bourges to study the civil 
law, and after remaining there one 
year, returned to College, at Paris, 
where he continued two years, when 
he went to London, and took apart- 
ments, and commenced the study of 
the law in the temple. He returned to 
America in 1764. In June 1765, he 
was married to Mary Darnell. He,soon 
took a. part in defence of the Colonies

In 1781 and 
in 1786 he was re-elected to the Se- 
nate of Maryland, and in 1782 a Se- 
nator to the United States.—In 
he was again elected to. the Senate of 
Maryland, and in 1799- was appointed 
one of the commissioners to settle the 
boundary Jine between Virginia and 
Maryiand. Mr. Carroll's “grandfather 
emigrated from Iréland, and in 1825 
his grand-daughter was married to 
Marquis of Wellesley, then Viceroy 
of Ireland.

At Napoli, the town and 
castle had fired upon each other, aud 
the greatest confusion was the conse- 
quence, During the affair, Lieuten- 
aut H'ashington, formerly of West 
Point, who bad recently joined the 
Greek serviee, was killed by avandom 
shot whilst walking on the beach.

ished. In fact, it was a vulgar and 
abusive letter, very simular to those 
that Mr. Kneeland used to publish be- 
fore he fell into the bands of Mr. M’- 
Calla, at Philadelphia. At first Mr. 
Campbell paid no attention to this 
bombastic letter, bat finding that the 
friends of Universalism industriously 
spread these papers to a large nt 
among his people, he felt himself call- 
ed upon to tuke some means to coun- 
teract their influence. With a view to 
accomplish this, he publicly told his 
congregation, that on the 3d Sabbath 
of September, he would preach a ser- 
mon on the doctrine of Universalism. 
Immediately alter making this public

Eaperience and death of one who left 
the world ander the fearful apprehen- 
sion, thai he had committed the unpar- 
donable sin.

and profaneness succeeded, and like 


the unclean spirit who walked thro’ 
dry places, sceking rest and finding 
none, Mr- returned to a state of 
stupidity seven times more dreadful 
th before. He so dopted the 
sentiments of Universalism, -. thence 
as a natural course, le descended to in- 
fidelity, and at length boldly denicd 
the inspiration of the Scriptures, and 
became an avowed Deist. In this sit- 
uation he Was often asked by those 
acquainted with his previous serious- 
ness, what.he thought of his former 
convictions. He uniformly imputed 
them to enthusiasm, or the work of the 
devil. The consequence was as might 
have been expected, he became more 
and more confirmed in his infidel prin- 
ciples, until about four or five months 
previous to his death. ft was at this 
time that the writer first become ac- 
quainted with him, and it was from his 
own lips, and from his neighbours, that 
the above account of his life was re- 
ceived.

To obtain Liquid Sulphurous Acid. 

Pass sulphurous acid gas, obtained 
by theordinary methods, first through 
a tube filled with pieces of chloride of 
calcium, (muriate of lime,) and them 
into a matrass, surrounded by a mix- 
ture of two parts of ice and one part 
sea-sait. Sulphurous acid is thus lique- 
fied completely under the pressure: 
of the atmosphere, and ata tempera- 
ture not lower than 18 degrees ta 20 
degrees of the centigrade thermome- 
ter, of from 0 degrees to 4 degrees ol 
Fahr. It is thea transparent, in 
dorous, and heavier than water. Ai 
14 degrees Fahr. it boils, but may he 
preserved liquid a long time, without 
having recourse to pressure, because 
the part which is converted into va- 
pour absorbs so much caloric as tœ 
preserve the remainder below its boil 
ing temperature. Poured into thes 
hand, it produces the most intenses 
cold, and is completely evaporated. 


Vo convert Water into Ice. 

Pour some of this sulphurous acifl 
into water; one part is converted into 
vapour, another disssolved by the wii- 
ter, but as the water begins to be sa.t- 
urated, the acid collects iri crops at 
the bottom of the vessel, ‘like an oil 


room, out of which every weapon had 
been removed.

‘Three or four little chil- 
dren were seen leaning against the 
fonce weeping most inconsolably—x 
grown daughter lay in tbe house in 
strong convulsions, and the wife of 
the unhappy man was raving with in- 
sanity. 

Whether his fears that he had com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin, were 
well founded-or not, is known only to 
God. H thedescription which he him- 
self gave was true, no one can doubt 
thathe did commit it. Yet there were 
some circumstances whieh left a hope 
in the minds of his friends that he did 
not.

YO PREPARE FULMINATING 
MERCURY. 

The discovery of fulminating mer- 
cury was made by Mr. Howard, and 
his process isstill recommended by 
the most celebrated chemists, and was 
followed by Messrs. Gay, Lusac and 
Leibig, in th late "experiments. 
it is as follows:—Dissoive 100 graius 
of mercury, in an ounce and a half by 
measure ofnitric acid of the specific 
gravity of 1.9; add to the mixture 
two ounces by measure of alcohol, or 
pure spirit, and apply heat to the flask 
containing -the mixture till it begins 
to boil; then remove the flask from 
the lamp. ‘The action becomes violent,

So long as the eye of 
friendship and a regard to public ob- 
servation kept him within limits, there 
was some hope of reformation; but 
when be cuts thislast cord, and launzh- 
es out alone with his boat and bottle, 
he has committed himself to mountain 
waves and the furious winds, and pro- 
bably will never return. 

When a man allows himself to drink 
alvays in company so much as he 
may think he can bear without awak- 
ening in othersthe suspicion of inebri- 
ation, be will deceive himself and no 
one besides.

K'olatocs.—Vrozen potatoes 
will yield far more flour for 
starch than fresh oncs, "Phat 
flour, with as much wheat 
flour, some butter, sugar, 
yest, and currants, will make 
excellent ‘tea bread,’ which 
will keep a month. 


Boef—The Tartarsputlean 
beef under a heavy press, un- 
til no liquor rüusfrom it; then 
chop and pound it, add sugar,

butier, and crumbs of. bread, 
and work ail together; roll it 
into cakes, and when thoro" 
ly dried it is excellent. The 
Russians add bits of bacon, 
and tie it up in. bladders or 
pots.
